SIMPLIFYING LEGAL PROCESSES. 


In these days of hairsplitting legal technicalities, it 


J, refreshing to see a high judicial tribunal like the su- 
preme court of Nebraska deliver a rebuke to pronecut- I 
ing attorneys who are accustomed to draw up long 
and Torbose complaint* which allege the most minute 
and inconsequent*! detail* of an offense, and drafting 
for their guidance a simple form of complaint to cover 
all th* necessary ground in a very few words. 


Why is it that so many member* of the bar have the 


habit of filling UP their petitions, eveu in civ.l cases, 
with bombastic phraseology and useless repetitions.- 
They- must know that *uch thinga have no effect on 
any intelligent judge. Can it be that the 'petition* are 
drafted thus in order to impres* clients with the pon- 
derou* legal verbiage and thus make it appear that the 
lawye'r ha* worked and studied diligently over the case 
to earn his fee? 
Where a criminal complaint is involved, every su- 


perfluou* detail serveu to complicate the 
proceedings 


and gives the defense a possible ground for techaical 
objection. Tho supreme court has time and again been 
called on to decide whether *ome particular allegation 
In a complaint was properly worded to conform with the 
statute 
But county attorneys have got BO accus- 


tomed to'the use of prolix and sonorous phrases, speci-

The federal government has established grades \ihich 
govern In aH interstate potato markets, and the stato 
inspection, so far as those seed potatoes arc concerned, 
ia a useless duplication. The samo applies when Ne- 
braska potatoes for ordinary consumption arc shipped 
to outside markets. 


What la true of potatoes is true of other things. The 


fact is that a good deal of the inspection done under 
•tate authority nowadays practically duplicates 
what 


the United States government is doing, and mij,ht aa 
well be abandoned. Not only would the 
stato save 


money by giving up its useless activities, but its citi- 
zen* would-also benefit l>y not having1 to contribute fee* 
to pay salaries an^expenses of the inspectors.

EXPERIMENTING ON RATS AND MICE. 


At present one of the promising developments in the 


treatment of cancer lies in the. use of extremely power- 
ful X-ray machines. The operation for the removal of 
the growth is followed by radiation to destroy any lurk- 
ing cells. that may mave escaped- 


-The canc«r research laboratory of Columbia univer- 


sity, New, York, has recently been equipped with a ma- 
chine three or four times as powerful as any now in 
use. Dr. F. C. Wood, director of the laboratory, writes 
that the machine is being tried now only on animals in 
which cancer has been produced. He says: 
Until we know its capacities I do not want to 
try it on "human beings for the peason that it is per- 
fectly easy to kill them with too much X-ray. The 
machine was built to obtain \ ery exact measure- 
ments concerning the quantity of X-ray necessary 
to kill animal cancers. It is possible then to transfer 
this dosaDe to human cancer -with certain correc- 
tions and limitations. We are 
not ready yet to 


make statements concerning its effectiveness, how- 
ever, even on animal cancer, and it will be some 
time before we can use it on human beings. 
"The point of particular interest in this statement is 
that the laboratory is experimenting on rats and mice, 
instead of on human beings. Yet there are people who 
would forbid by law the use of anlmuls in medical ex- 
per.mentation! They woulu force investigators like Dr. 
Wood to risk killing people with X-rays, instead of 
learning about their power from experients on rats and 
mice- These people were sufficiently influential to get 
a law submitted, to the

The 
machine was bu ilt to o btain vei-y exact m easu re­ 
ments co ncerning the qu antity o f X-ray necessary 
to kill animal cancers. 
It la po ssible then to transfer 
this do sa^,© to hu man cancer with certain co rrec­ 
tio ns and limitatio ns. 
We are 
no t ready 
yet to 
make statem ents co ncerning its e fectlveness, ho w- 
o ver. even o n aniiru il cancer, and it will be so me 
time befo re we can u se it o n hu man beings. 
The po int o f particu lar interest in this statement is 
that the labo rato ry is experimenting o n rats and mice, 
instead o f o n hu man beings. 
Yet there are peo ple who 
wo u ld fo rbid by law’ the u se o f u ntmu ls In ineiilcal ex- 
per;mentatlo n! 
They wo u ld fo rce investigato rs like Dr. 
Wo o d to risk killing peo ple with X-rays, instead o f 
learning abo u t their po wer fro m experltnts o n rats and 
mice 
These peo ple were su fficiently influ ential to get 
a law su bmitted to the vo teis o i Go lo rndu and Gu llfo ru ia 
tn tile last electio n, pro hibiting cxi>o rlmentlng o n an i­ 
mals.
